MEMORIAL 
DAY. 


Commander David R. Fierce. Depart- 


ment of New Hampshire, G. A. 11., in 
his general orders calling for the obser- 
vance of Memorial Day in a recent year, 
reminds his comrades that ceremonies 
commemorative ot heroic deeds and pa- 
triotic devotion are not peculiar to this 
generation or country. 
For nearly 000 


years the Swiss people have held annual 
memorial service in honor of the little 
band of mountaineera who defeated and 
almost annihilated an Austrian army of 
20,000 men under Prince Leopold at 
Morgarlen. These memorial exercises, 
furnishing as lliey do an object lesson in 
patriotism, have contributed very largely 
toward making Switzerland what she is 
to-day, the source whence all the world 
receives its inspiration of loyal devotion 
to country. It was not until 1808 that 
the Grand Army began decorating the 
graves of fallen comrades, and when, in 
IfeSU, Congress stamped this practice with 
its approval, and set apart May 30 as 
Memorial Day, on which the Grand 
Army should deck with flowers the na- 
tion's defenders, there was a universal 
expression of approbation from all loyal 
and patriotic hearts. 
Annually since 


that time the Grand Army has faithfully 
and scrupulously observed this anniver- 
sary . 


Indian Judgment. 


"People 
out 
West," observed 
a 


Kansas Congressman, "have learned a 
number of things from the Indians, and 
many of them are of value. 
Probably 


the most valuable has been in the 
matter of cyclones. 
We have learned 


whenever a city or town was built on 
the site of an old ludiaa settlement it 
has been free from any of the cyclones 
which have now and then come along in 
the Western country. How the Indians 
were observant and smart enough to 
select Bites for settlements which have 
always escaped cyclones is more than we 
have been able to learn by study or in- 
veotigation, but the fact remains that 
the towns or cities on original Indian 
settlements are cyclone-proof. 


"These towns which are located thus 


fortunately use their Indian origin as an 
advertisement and as a guarantee for 
settlement. 
Thus lots in an original 


Indian settlement town are sold for a 
higher price and are in greater demand 
than in towns laid out by white men. 
[t is rather rough on our intelligence, 
but it is right. The cyclone insurance 
companies will insure a policy on houses 
in an Indian settlement town for one- 
third the prices they charge for similar 
policies iu other sections. They have 
found that it pays them better to issue 
the low rate policies than 
any other 


•policies at the higher rate. 


Suggested, doubtless, by the recent 


erection of the monument to the mem- 
ory of Washington, in Philadelphia, the 
Times prints the following extracts from 
President Washington's addresses and 
writings: 


"You may believe further, from assur- 


ances equally sincere, that if there was 
anything in my power which could he 
done with consistency to avert or lessen 
the danger of the crisis, it should be ren- 
dered with hand and heart. 


"If a crisis should ariive, when a sense 


of duty or a call from my country should 
become so imperious as to leave me no 
choice, 1 should prepare lor the relin- 
quishment, and go with as much reluct- 
ance from my present peaceful abode as 
t should to the tomb of iny ancestors. 


''From a view of the past, from the 


prospect present and of that which seerus 
to be expected, it is not easy for tne to 
decide satisfactorily on the part it might 
best become me to act. 
In case of ac- 


tual invasion by ti formidable force, I 
certainly should not intrench myself 
under the cover of age and retirement, 
if my services should be required. 


"Ou the politics of Europe I shall ex- 


press no opinion, nor make any inqfjiry 
who is right or who is wrong. I wish 
well to all nations and to all men. My 
politics are plain and simple. 1 think 
livery nation has a right to establish that 
form of governrnen under which it con- 
ceives it shall live most happy ; provided 
It infracts no rights, or is not dangerous 
to others; and that no governments 
ought to interfere with the internal con- 
cerns of auother, except for the security 
ot what is due to themselves." 


"Vain will it be to look for peace arid 


happiness, or for the security of liberty 
or property, if civil discord should en- 
sue " 


I hope well—because \ have always 


believed and trusted that thai Provi- 
dence winch has carried us through a. 
long and painful war with one of the 


I owe to my beloved country for Ihe 
honors it has conferred upon me ; still 
more for the steadfast conlidence with 
which it has supported me, and for the

It is 
justly so, for it is a main pillar in the 
edifice of your real independence, the 
support of your tranquility at home, 
your peace abroad, of your safety, of 
your prosperty, of that very liberty 
which you bo highly prize." 


"Citizens by birth or choice of a com- 


mon country, that country has a right to 
concentrate your affections. 
The name 


of American, winch belongs to you m 
your uational capacity, must alwajs ex- 
alt the just pride of patriotism more 
than any appellation derived from loeal 
discriminations " 


"Peace with all the wotld is my sin- 


cere wish. I am sure it is our true 
policy, and am persuaded it is the ardent 
desire oi the government.'1 


"While, then, every part of our coun- 


try thus reels an immediate and parti- 
cular interest in union, all the parts com- 


churc'i of the United

They appear to me to he moving by 
hasty strides to some awful crisis ; but 
in what it will result, that liemg, who 
sees, foresees, and directs all things, 
alone can tell. The vessel is afloat, or 
very nearly so, and considering myself 
as a passenger only, I shall trust to the 
mariners, whose duty it is to watch, to 
steer it into a safe port." 


"Mr. Henry (Patrick Henry) had given 


me the most unequivocal proof whilst I 
had the honor to command the troops of 
the United States in their revolutionary 
struggle, that he was not to be worked 
upon by intriguers ; and, not conscious 
that I bad furnished any cause for it, I 
could not suppose that without a cause 
he had become my enemy since." 


"I declare that it has always been a 


source of serious regret with me to see 
the youth of these United States sent to 
foreign countries for the purposes of 
education, often before their minds are 
formed ; contracting too frequently not 
only habits of dissipation and extrava- 
gance but principles unfriendly to Re 
publican government and to the true 
and genuine liberties of mankind." 


"To increase the powers of the Com- 


mander-in-chief, or to lessen those of the 
President of the United States, I pray 
you to be persuaded was most foreign 
from my heart. To secure able coadju- 
tors in the arduous task I was about to 
enter upon was my sole aim. This the 
public good demanded, and this must 


bitied cannot fail to find in the united 
mass of moans and efforts greater re- 
source, proportionably greater security 
from external danger, a less frequent in- 
terruption of their peace by foreign 
nations, and what is of inestimable value, 
they must derive from union an exemp- 
tion ftom those bioils and wais between 
themselves which so frequently a/llict 
neighboring countries not tied together 
by the same governments, which tbeir 
own tivalshipa alone would be sullicient 
to produce, hut which opposite foreign 
alliances, attachments, and intrigues 
would stimulate and embitter. 
Hence, 


likewise, they will avoid the necessity of 
those overgrown military attachments 
which, under any form of government, 
are inauspicious to liberty, and which 
are to be regarded ai particularly hostile 
to Republican liberty." 


"In contemplating the causes which 


may disturb our union it occurs as mat- 
ter of serious concern that any ground 
should have been furnished tor charac- 
terizing parties by geographical discrimi- 
nations—Northern and Southern, Atlan- 
tic and Western—whence designing men 
may endeavor to excite a belief that 
there is a real difference of local inter- 
ests and views. One of the expedients 
of party to acquire influence within par- 
ticular districts '3 to imsrepiesent the 
opinions and aims of other districts. 
You cannot shield yourselves too much 
against the jealousies and heartburnings 
which spring from these misrepresenta- 
tions ; they tend to render alien to each 
other those who ought to be bound to- 
gether by fraternal affection." 


"To the efficacy aud permanency of 


your union a government for the whole 
is indispensable, 
X"o alliances, however 


strict, between the parts can be an ade- 
quate substitute." 


"Sensible of this momentous truth, 


you have improved upon your first essay 
by the adoption of a Constitution of 


the Edst ]>erliu charge, presented his 
certificate of dismission from K ist Penn- 
sylvania Classis and was received and 
his name enrolled a-i a member ot this 
Classis.
